One-Man Defender 


Kelly volunteered immediately for 


another patrol going after enemy 
machine guns, and "assisted ma- 
teriallv" until he ran out of am- 
munition. So he got permission to 
go to an ammunition dump for 
more, and arrived to find the Ger- 
mans attacking ferociously. He got 
his ammunition, plus an" assignment 
to stay right there and protect the 
rear of an adjacent storehouse, 
which he did all night. 


Next morning, when the Nazis 


resumed the attack, Kelly took a 
position at an open window where 
a machine gunner had been killed 
and several soldiers wounded. There 
he "delivered continuous aimed and 
effective fire" until his rifle locked 
from overheating, whereupon he 
found another and kept up his 
shooting until the same thing hap- 
pened to that one. 


There wasn't another rifle handy, 


but'the enemy was threatening to 
overrun the position, so Kelly picked 
up some 60 mm mortar shells, pulled 
the safety pins, and used the shells 


, for grenades, killing at least five 


Germans.

He 
crossed the Rapido river three times 
as a platoon sergeant, but had to 
come back each time because of 
overwhelming enemy strength. He 
has fought at Casslno. also. He's 
had a total of 70 days of active com- 
bat, and his only injuries have been 
a scraped nose and some tiny cuts 
on his hands from shell fragments. 
Officially he's credited with killing 
40 Germans. 
Unofficially, he has 


become a legend of the Italian cam- 
paign.

Bad puns 
sometimes carry great truths, and 
I promptly seized on this 
fresh 


bombing as a yardstick against 
which to measure the reasonable- 
ness of the pica that Hitlerite towns 
be spared. What's the justification 
for the assault on Berlin? 


Well, there are two prime reasons, 


either of which is of vast military 
importance. One is that the capital 
is among Europe's greatest indus- 
trial cities ar.d therefore one of 
Hitler's chief centers for war pro- 
duction. The other and even more 
important reason is that Berlin is 
the hub of Germany's huge network 
of railways, and prior to the war 
the Reich was operating a greater 
mileage than any other country in 
the world, in proportion to area. 


Railway "Hub" 


Berlin is more than a railway 


"hub." It's a bottle-neck for most 
of the main lines running across 
not only Germany but Europe. Ob- 
\iously this bottle-neck renders Hit- 
ler highly vulnerable. 
He 
must 


keep it open, for without transpor- 
tation for his supplies and troops he 
is sunk. That's something to re- 
member well as the Allied invasion 
of western Europe approaches, and 
the Nazis need speedy communica- 
tion between their eastern and west- 
ern fronts. 


An important point about Berlin 


—and this is true of some other 
cities—is that the entire metropolis 
is filled from circumference to cen- 
to with military objectives. If you 
wipe out these objectives you must 
just about destroy the town. 


Transportation 
is one of Ger- 


many's weakest points. That's Hit- 
ler's fault. When he was preparing 
for war he allowed his infallible in- 
tuition to persuade him to neglect 
the railroads in favor of the mighty 
military highways which he built. 
It never occurred to him that the 
time would arrive when he would 
lack gas and rubber tires to keep 
his motor transport speeding over 
his beautiful autobahns. 


Rails In Bad Shape 


He finally was compelled to place 


his main dependence once more on 
the despised railways and canals. 
By that time the roads had run 
down and their rolling-stock was in 
bad shape. So the Allied bombers 
went after the railways, and the 
locks and other vulnerable parts of 
the canals. Those canals are impor- 
tant, for Germany has been one of 
the world's greatest users of this 
form of transport. 


But to get back to our muttons, as 


our English friends say, a dozen 
main railway lines run into that hub 
which is Berlin. There's a ringbahn, 
or outer circle of railway around 
the city, and this is an integral part 
of an ingemus system connecting 
the terminals of the main lines. 


So with its railways and wide- 


spread industries Berlin is one vast 
military target. When American and 
British bombers attack the Nazi 
capital they aren't trying to bomb 
objectives which aren't of military 
importance. Most certainly they

smoke of the pease pipe wafted up 
Pennsylvania avenue to Capitol Hill 
today as President Roosevelt's most 
trusted lieutenants sought to mend 
the breach between Congress and 
the White House resulting from the 
tax bill battle.
